CHICAGO, April 13.—The largest 
r.nd mc.it modern mailing station in 
the world will opened in Chicago 
thD summer, barring accidents or 
unfor-ef-n delays. 
The building. 76 by 800 feet and 
seven stories high, counting a base 
men! a ground level into which mail 
cars will be run direct from the 
railroad yards, marks a departure 
from the u**ual postoffice practice of 
building along conventional linen or 
orn mental architecture. 
It 
has 
been designed as a 
modern 
day­ 
light Industrial building, and when 
completed will contain the last word 
in automatic conveyors and other 
labor saving devices. 
Provision has been made for the 
future growth of the airplane mail 
service by providing a clear roof 
space more than 600 feet long where 
small planes can land with mail 
transferred from the larger trans­ 
continental flyers at Checkerboard 
Field, Maywood. 
The station is located In the yards i 
of the Knion Station and a short 
d stance from Chicago and North­ 
western station. 
Mail in 
carload 
lots will be handled direct to the 
! lines entering there two 
stations 
and can be switched to other sta­ 
tions. 
The basement level is on the same 
grade as the Union tSatlon tracks, 
and is equipped with 
spurs 
for 
handling the mail cars. 
On the oth­ 
er side of the building, at the ground 
level, motor trucks with rarcel post 
and other mail from the city will 
enter the building on a forty foot 
driveway and discharge their con­ 
tents direct into automatic convey­ 
ors, which will lift their contents to 
the top floor and start It over a 
downward path of conveyors, chutes 
and assorting belt”, until it emegres 
sorted, sacked and labeled, at the 
mail car level. 
On the main sorting floor for par­ 
cels post clerks working on either 
side of the main conveyors will di­ 
vide the packages among the other 
conveyors, which in turn will carry 
them to the sections set aside for 
the mail to each part of the rountrq. 
At the last stage the sacks and 
pouches 
will 
slide 
down 
spiral 
chutes to circular platforms on the 
train P vcl in the basement. Backed 
ftp around each circular platform, 
the waiting hand trucks will take 
the load to the mail cars. 
Cor1’ letion of the new station 
will r< move the handling of all mail 
f.xm and to the loop, or destined 
for it, will pass through the cem­ 
en ted districts. 
The terminal Is 
b' ing erected by the Union Station 
Interests and will be leased to the 
government. 
Besides the advantage 
of direct access to

tracks ,the government will obtain 
much lower rental rate than it pays 
for loop property.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—4Trade 
associations throughout the country ¡ 
were asked yesterday by Secretary 
Hoover to furnish voluntary statis­ 
tical information t- 
the commerce 
department concerning industries to 
be published by the government for 
the benefit of business and the pub­ 
lic generally. 
Several 
hundred 
representatives 
of national and interstate trade as­ 
sociations met in conference with 
Hoover to discuss means of making 
available to the commerce depart­ 
ment data on the various industries 
at stated intervals. He told the con- 
j ference that thfe methods to be em­ 
ployed In supplying the statistics 
could be best worked out with the 
I associations desiring tto co-open *e 
with the government, and stressed 
¡ that the service is to be voluntary 
with no intent on the part of the 
department to force associations to 
furnish statistics.
